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1 . Claims 1 -1 8 are presented for examination. 

2. The drawings filed on 3/2/04 are acceptable by the examiner for examination 
purposes. However, the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) reviews drawings 
initially for publication purposes. Direct any inquiries concerning drawing review for 
publication purposes to the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE). See MPEP 507 
for detail information. 

3. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

4. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The examiner notes the following ambiguities. 
However, all claims should be revised carefully to eliminate all grammatical errors and 
antecedent basis problems. 

As per claim 1 , the claim is vague and indefinite because of the word "type" in 
line 3. The addition of the word "type" to an otherwise definite expression extends the 
scope of the expression so as to render it indefinite. Ex parte Copenhaver . 109 USPQ 
118 (Bd. App. 1955). 

As per dependent claims 2-18, the claims incorporate the deficiencies of parent 
claim 1 . 

5. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 61 9 (CCPA 1970). 
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A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

6. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as 
that of claims 1-18 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,338,106. Claims 1-18 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,338,106 contain every element of claims 1-18 of the instant application and as such 
anticipate claims 1-18 of the instant application. The claims of the instant application 
are so close in content that both the prior patent and the instant application cover the 
same thing, despite a slight difference in wording. This is a double patenting rejection. 

A later patent claim is not patentably distinct from an earlier patent claim if the 
later claim is anticipated by the earlier claim. In re Lonai . 759 F. 2d at 896, 225 USPQ 
at 651 . 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
